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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


There has been reported to us during the year two cases_ 
of scarlet fever, one of pulmonary tuberculosis, one of diph- 
theria, and one of typhoid fever. These cases were promptly 
isolated and no further infection resulted. In addition there 
has been quite an epidemic of measles, thirty-seven cases 
being reported. ‘ 

The board desires to call attention to the fact that the 
time has arrived when a complete system of sewerage should — 
receive the consideration of every citizen interested in the 
welfare of our village. Should there be a serious epidemic, 
, endangering the lives of the community, we feel that the 
residents would be justly blamed for seeming negligence in 
a matter of such vital importance. 

The subject of a public dump has been before mentioned, 
but nothing as yet done about it. This should also receive 
attention. . 

One complaint of a sink drain has been reported, which 
was properly attended to. | , 

During the warm weather, when the water supply is 
low, there has been more or less comment, but during such 
times the water has been frequently analyzed and reports — 
have been very satisfactory.
